Claims 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. . 

It's unclear how the system operates. The thermal reactive strip 31 is mounted in 
parallel with the guide rod means 32, and the bearing 33 is pressing perpendicularly to 
the strip. So, it's unclear how the bearing and rod means can be moved when the shape 
of the strip 31 is changed. It seems like the shape change of the strip 31 would create a 
force perpendicular to the guide rod means. So, it's impossible for said bearing to move 
in the direction parallel to the strip. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 4 is dependent from claim 2 which has been canceled. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
4598550 (Abbott). 
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Abbott discloses a heat engine comprising thermal reactive strips 7a, 7b, 
mounted in the horizontal direction, bearing 9, a shade 13 for controlling the sun light. 
The solar energy causes the strips 7 to change shape and therefore moves the bearing 
9 to produce output energy. 

Claims 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
406594 (Horton). 

Horton discloses a heat engine comprising thermal reactive strips 25 mounted in 
the horizontal direction, bearing having plates 22. The solar energy causes the strips 
25 to change shape and therefore moves the bearing to produce output energy. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Letovsky, Ray, Neidigh, and Jackson disclose solar energy 
system comprising thermal reactive strips.
